_amazing exasperation to its cruelty, if appointed 

as the reconstructive law of the social system, that 
it ia utterly impossible to graduate or establish such 
an attainder by any known standard of race or law 
of evidence, or legal proof of what constitutes 
color. The range runs from shade to shade as in a 
rainbow, from toe complexion of Touasaint to the 
hue of Washington, Midi from the darkness of tho 
Ethiopian wife of Moses, to the whiteness of the 
leprosy of Miriam. Indeed, no langnage can de¬ 
scribe the monstrous injustice and absurdity of such 
legislation. If it be appointed as a principle or 
law of reconstruction that none but whites shall 
vote, a color-meter of the epidermis should have 
been transmitted by the President, together with 
instructions as to its use, for every State reached 
by his proclamations. 

The black codes of the Southern States are ter¬ 
rible examples of such illegal, unconstitutional and 
tyrannical bills of attainder. Enacted for the gov¬ 
ernment of slaves, they are being renewed to create 
and perpetuate the state of slavery, under the law 
of reconstruction excluding the subjects of such 
tyranny from the right of the vote. Unusual pains 
and penalties have only to be added on account of 
color, and forma of oolored crime ingeniously con- 
constructed, with statutes of forced labor for life, 
or imprisonment and sale for payment of jail-fees, 
or even the boldly declared penalty of slavery and 
the amendment of the Constitution forbidding 
slavery except for crime may legitimately and with 
perfect impunity be nullified.

He has created those legisla¬ 
tures by proscription of the blacks, and they will 
obev the law of their creation in perpetuating th« 
oppression. At the outset he prejudged the c — 
against the blacks, though possessing equal power 
to have determined it in their favor. In ordering 
the conventions of voters to be none but whites, 
he has ordered that the reconstructed governments 
should be none but white men’s governments. It 
is in effect the precedent of Justice Taney carried 
into governmental practice, that black men have no 
righto that white men are bound to respect. Your 
memorialists implore Congress to retrieve the Gov¬ 
ernment and country from tho s h a m e and cruelty 
of so great injustice, by nullifying all that has been 
done on this foundation, and appointing new con¬ 
ventions of all classes of the people with the right 
to rote irrespective of color.

1L Your memorialist* would also respectfully re¬ 
fer to the law of Congress passed July 17, 1862, 
making it the duty of the President to setae and 
uso all tho estate and property, monies, stocks and 
credits of all parsons found in rebellion after sixty 
days’ warning, as enemies' property, that has become 
the property of the United States. It appear* to 
your memorialists that while that portion of this 

section of the same, giving to the President the 
right of pardon, has been fulfilled in place thereof, 
so that the exception has been made the rule, and 
the business of pardoning has been the main busi¬ 
ness transacted under a law, the object of which 
was to punish treason, and to subdue and crush the 
rebellion by just penalties. It doss not appear

Ho affects a fear of straining 
hi* Presidential power if ho did that in tho rebel 
States which he ought not to do in Pennsylvania. 
This is virtually to condone rebellion, to forget 
that yon are now wholly responsible for Southern 
institutions, and to make out that you have no 
right to take securities for the fntare. 

If he feared to use too much Executive powor, 
it was easy for him to summon Congress last May.

A magnificent “civil right" this—simply the 
privilege to swear against each other ; but no'black 
man, however honest, intelligent and truthful, can 
ever raise his voice in s judicial oath, where the 
person or property of any white man is at stoke.
